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FLOUR EXPORTS STOPPED 


H. W. Wood, president of the U.F. 
A., can give no indication when local 
millers would receive any further ex¬ 
port orders. As already mentioned, 
tlie Calgaiv mills, as indeed others in 
the west, have been idle for the past 
week owing to the lack of export or- 
deis, Mr, Wood has just attended a 
meeting of the Canadian wheat board 
in-Montreal. 

“Canada is pretty well", filled with 
flour,”- l»e said, • “while . the United 
'States has .five million barrets" that 
they canrtot sell.” 

Mr. Wood was asked how the pi-es- 
ent situation in the absence of export 
orders was going to affect Canada, to 
which he replied that there was a de¬ 
mand for wheat but not for Hour. He 
had-but little, ^pubt, however, that 
they would bo able to sell what sur¬ 
plus flour they bad. Great Britain, 
ho said, was the only European coun¬ 
try that would take flour and pay cash 
for it. but Great Britain would only 
take it at a reduction in price from 
that of wheat.

BUTTER AND EGG NEWS 


During the past few days there 
have been more eggs reaching Cal¬ 
gary than for some time past, but up 
to last week the receipts were very 
light. This is very easily attributed 
'.o the bad state of the country loads 
and the same conditions which affect 
he transportation also mitigate 
gainst actual production. Local de¬ 
mand is taking all eggs at prices 
from 40 to 41 cents. 

Country points are using more of 
creamery byitter than they ever did 
before. This would indicate: that ti e 
dairy butter 'is not filling require¬ 
ments , though country merchants 
have been paying long prices for good 
(able butter. Dairymen are sending 
their cream to Calgary which accounts, 
for the scarcity of butter. 

Albertans butter production is in-' 
creasing and it is not likely that there 
will be any more shipments from the 
east, in , fact some which had been 
bought for shipment west has been 
resold in Montreal. 

In the report of stocks of eggs at 
I the end of March the statement from 
I’Montreal shovVed that there were m 
cold storage eggs remaining.

"CAfi MINTS 


Professqr George H. H lit ton, super¬ 
intendent of the animal husbandry 
department of the C. P. R. extolled 
the virtues of the sunflower as fodder 
for the wintering of livestock at the 
Kiwanis Club luncheon in the Palliser 
on Thursday. Professor Hutton went 
on to show how scientific experiments 
had proven so beneficial to the fann¬ 
ers of the Canadian west, and stated 
that science did not give a greater 
gift than that of the sunflower as 
fodder. It was said that sunflower 
possessed the same nourishing quali¬ 
ties as corn, peas or even alfalfa, and 
an average acre could pioducc 30 tons 
of sunflower as compared with seven 
tons of peas. 

More than $32,000,000 of daily pio- 
ducts were produced in Alhertq in 
1919, and with the ure of the sun¬ 
flower as feed for cattle, the cost of 
production would be lessoned just- 20 
per cent.
